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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed claim amendment requires further consideration and cannot be entered lest it complicate effects 
of an Appeal. The exhibits or Appendices A, C regarding using PRM files to declare certain variables appear to teach a programmatic 
language declaration that is totally absent in the present Application as it was originally filed, therefore cannot be construed as inherent 
teaching that would enable one to understand this unfounded 'declared as ROM' phraseology of the Disclosure. Regarding the non- 
tangible communication medium (re claim 14, claim 7 being a typo) to support the method of claim 7, the medium cannot preclude it from 
being merely signal being transferred, hence not a STORING medium, hence not a statutory product. Regarding the argument that 
compression is different from hash of the MD5 type. EuroLoader has clearly mentioned about decompressing the downloaded file and 
checking these files using a CRC verification. A CRC is not a full size as the original data but merely a special format accompanying the 
transferred content to represent its previous integral state in its orginal uncompressed form, and it requires at the receiving end a CRC 
recomputing (by a algorithm)and a comparing in order to validate the true content of said uncompressed form, i.e. the checksum signifies 
compressing the data prior to the data being transferred and the validating of the compressed and downloaded data in Euroloader has to 
use this CRC to check on its true original nature. The claim does not provide sufficient details (e.g. what algorithm is being applied?) to 
enforce a significant scenario that would otherwise unequivocally preclude the decompression using CRC or integrity checking by 
Euroloader from fulfilling this decompressing limitation. The 'declared' ROM remains a impropriety to be corrected, and the argument using 
this 'declared' limitation would be given no real patentable weight, in view of the above remarks. The claims are not in condition for 
allowance nor are the proposed changes entered to prevent complicating potential effects of an Appeal. 
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
